Elkins Measure Designed to 


Secure Inter-State 
Com- 


merce Regulations 


HEAVY 
FINES 
PROVIDED 


No Provision for Imprison- 


ment of Violators—In 


Congress Today 


Washington, 
Jan. 81.—Senator 


Elkins today introduced a bill which 
covers 
the features 
of anti-trust 


legislation so far as it relates to rail- 
roads. 
It contains the provisions 


which have been recommended by 
Attorney General Knox as to the 
punishment of those who receive as 
•well as those who give rebates. 
It 


provides for the punishment of cor- 
porations by fine instead of impris- 
onment of the officials; also for in- 
junctions to prevent discriminations. 
The Elkins bill is the result of con- 
ferences among 
various 
senators, 


most oi tiieiu being members o£ the 
iutor-state commerce committee. Its 
purpose is to separate 
inter-state 


commerce and railroads from other 
trust legislation. 
The inter-state 


commerce committee has been unable 
to agree upon measures which have 
been pending before it relating to 
pooling and fixing rates by the in- 
ter-state commerce commission. The 
new bill leaves these contested ques 
tions out and covers features which 
have been most conspicuous in the 
preparation of anti-trust legislation. 
The bill was referred to the commit- 
tee on inter-state commerce, of which 
Senator Elkins is chairman, and it 
Is the intention of the committee to 
take it up at an early day. Among 
those who have been consulted in the 
preparation of the bill besides Mr. 
Knox were Senators AldrJch, Cullom, 
Fornker, Olapp and others. 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 
Among other provisions of the bill 


nre the foll^—ing: 


The willful 
lilure to file tariff 


1-atcs" and observe them subject: the 
road to a fine of $1,000 or $2,000; 
granting: or receiving rebates subject 
the corporations or persons to the 
same fine. The inter-state commerce 
commission can institute suits in the 
United States courts for supposed in- 
fractions of the law. It is the duty 
j? United States district attorneys, 
under direction of the attorney gen- 
eral, to institute and prosecute suits 
provided for in the act. The bill 
gives the courts power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, both carrier 
nnd shipper, who are required to an- 
swer on all subjects bearing directly 
or indirectly 
to the 
controversy. 


The court also can compel the pro- 
duction of all books and papers, but 
all witnesses shall have the same im- 
munity from prosecution and pun- 
ishment as now provided by law.

who gathered

came known.

After all the democratic represen- 


tatives had entered the senate cham- 
ber and the joint session was opened, 
Senator Barela, democrat, protested 
against further proceedings. A de- 
bate on the regularity of the joint 
session ensued. There were fifty-one 
democratic members of the legislat- 
ure present and fifty-one votes are 
sufficient to elect a senator. 


DEFEATED OWES COME IN. 


Bepublican candidates for the housa 


who were defeated in the election 
began to arrive in the city this morn- 
ing and some of them stated 
that 


they had come in response to tele- 
grams from Speaker Sanford. The 
supposition is that they have been 
called to be in readiness to take seats 
should tlie house determine on gen- 
eral unseating of 
the 
democratic 


members. Unless the conference ar- 
ranged by the governor to bring 
about .a settlement between the re- 
publicans and democrats in the sen- 
ate shall agree the joint legislative 
convention to elect a United States 
senator will have two bodies claiming 
recognition and how it will end no 
one can tell. 


Three republican senators, Drake, 


Comforth and Wood, have deserted 
the body ovar which Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Haggott presides, leaving only 
six regularly elected republican sen- 
ators in that organization. Comforth 
nnd Wood, it is said, have signed a 
pledge not to vctc for Wolcott for 
senator. 
Governor Peabody has not 


yet recogmzod the Haggott senate. 
When asked to do so, ho replied: 


"There is nothing before me at this 


time to consider; when the proper 
time comes I will consult constitu- 
tional attorneys nnd then determine 
which senate body I shall recognize 
under the law." 


The democratic senators held pos- 


session of the senate chamber all 
night, sleeping on cots. They have 
held practically r>. continuous session 
since 10 o'clock Monday morning. 


SCALING LADDERS READY. 
Ladders and ropes were found this 


morning in ante-rooms of tlie house 
gallery. 
Who placed them there is 


not known, but it is presumed the 
purpose was to afford means for the 
democratic senators to enter 
the 


house chamber if an effort should be 
made to exclude them from the joint 
session. 
The ropes nnd ladders were 


removed. 


The democratic senators adjourned 


this session which began Tuesday 
and Tuesday's session convened nt 
10 o'clock. No republican senators 
were present. The emergency appro- 
priation bill carrying S50,000 for 
salaries was passed unanimously on 
third reading nnd sent to the house 
for 
the 
purpose of ascertaining 


whether the later will recognize the 
democratic senate. 
The house secre- 


tary declined to receive the appropri- 
ation bill, thus refusing recognition 
to the democratic senate. 


NO BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 
The house transacted no business, 


but on motion of Dolph, of Colorado 
Springs, adjourned until 2 o'clock on 
Friday. 


All members except one democrat 


voted for the motion to adjourn. 


The democratic senators adopted 


resolutions providing for a joint ses- 
sion and sent them to the house, but 
the messenger wns not permitted to 
enter the house chamber. Democratic 
members of the house began filing 
into the senate chamber at noon for 
the joint session.

ginia) and Wheeler (Kentucky), ap- 
pointed yesterday to make an inves- 
tigation in consequence of the state- 
ment made by Bepresentative Less- 
ler, of New York, that he had been 
approached with an offer of $5,000 
to support a certain measure pend- 
ing before that committee, resumed 
its labors today. 


Mr. Lessler declined to make any 


statement this morning for publica- 
tion, except to say that "a mountain 
had been made out of a mole hill.

TRIAL JOR_ TREASON 


Indictment in Famous Case 


Declares He Was Insti- 


gated by the Devi;! 


London, Jan. 21.—The trial of Col. 


Arthur Lynch, member of parliament 
for Gal way, on the charge of treason 
by aiding and abetting the king's 
and the late queen's enemies during 
the war in South Africa, he, accord- 
ing to one unique sentence of the ar- 
raignment, "being moved 
and se- 


duced thereto by the instigation of 
the devil," commenced today before 
the lord chief justice, Lord Alver- 
stone, and two other justices. 
Ths 


prisoner pleaded not guilty. 


Upwards of sixty years have 


elapsed since a treason trial has been 
held in London. The last was that 
of Tohn Fr.-.ucic, .-. youth who Sred a 
pistol at the late Queen Victoria as 
she was riding 
down 
Constitution 


hill. 
Francis was 
condemned 
to 


death, but the sentence was commut- 
ed to imprisonment for life. He was 
released in 1867. Unusual interest, 
therefore, is taken 
in the present 


case. The court room was crowded, 
many ladies, including Mrs. Lynch, 
being among those present. 


Colonel Lynch was pale and care- 


worn, but he stood in the dock com- 
posedly listening to the lengthy in- 
dictment, which occupied nearly an 
hour in reading. 


Drawing, quartering and behead- 


ing accompanied the death penalty 
for treason until 1870, when this wa» 
abolished. The death penalty, how- 
ever, remains. 


The attorney general, Sir 
Bobert 


Finlay. opened the case, reciting the 
alleged treasonable acts, as fully re- 
ported at the preliminary hearing. 


After the conclusion of the evi- 


dence for the crown, which did not 
differ from that presented at the pre- 
liminary hearing, and the reading of 
Colonel Lynch's statement made be- 
fore the committing magistrate, th» 
case was adjourned.

MB. LENNON REPORTS. 


Mr. Lennon then stated that when, 


the strictures were placed upon the 
city attorney it was not known that 
there was a newspaper man within 
hearing,^'! know that," Interpolated 
Mr. Shambaugh) but since the strict- 
ures were published he felt that he 
should justify himself. "My reasons 
for saying what I did," continue:! 
Mr. Lennon," were because we a- 
greed to publish an open notice de- 
claring the individual's rights and 
that the city attorney would defend 
such rights. Gas bills are payable 
on the 10th and so for the purpose 
of getting the matter squarely before 
the people just in time we ordered 
the publication made on the 7th and 
it was published on the morning of 
the 8th.

and the 10th I can not understand— 
I don't think he could have been 
there over two days. The newspa- 
pers all said that he was at Indian-

COMMITTEE MET.

BEAD THE OBDINANCE. 


Berghoff: "I Just want to read to 


you section 453 of the ordinances as

ance of this ordinance, shall execute 
to the city of Fort Wayne a bond in 
the penal sum of 
fifty 
thousand 


dollars ($50,000) to be approved by 
th« mayor, 
conditioned 
that Said 


company will, within the next year, 
commencing April 1, 1900, invest 
one hundred and forty thousand dol- 
lars ($140,000) in a pumping sta- 
tion, additional 
lines in tho gas 


fields, in high pressure and distribut- 
ing 
lines in different parts of the 


city, in new wells and 
other im- 


provements of the plant that will 
facilitate bringing to Fort Wayne a 
sufficient and proper amount of nat- 
ural gas. Also that said company 
will likewise invest at least sixty 
thousand dollars ($60,000) a year for 
the second two years. 
It is under- 


stood and intended that the said Fort 
Wayne Gas company, by the accept- 
ance of this ordinance, agrees that 
the amount of said bond in case of a 
failure on the part of said company 
to Invest said amount of money as in 
this ordinance provided, shall 
be 


paid by said company as liquidated 
damages.' Now that don't say any- 
thing and don't mean much; there 
you have it." 


HE WANTED TO KNOW. 


Lennon: "If that don't mean any- 


thing, why is it on the book, and if 
you knew it don't mean anything, 
why didn't you tell us before? Who 
are we to look to for information 
unless to the mayor or city attorney? 
Why didn't you inform your city at- 
torney and let us have 
some in- 


formation what to doP I would like 
to read from the Fort Wayne Senti- 
nel of December 16 an article said 
to be an interview with you—'' 


Mayor Berghoff: 
"I don't 
care 


what the interview was, but if it was 
in The Sentinel it was probably all 
right. But I want to say right hero 
that if tho city council 
won't in- 


struct rne what to do I will do some- 
thing myself, and I will go into court 
and undertake to forfeit tho entire 
franchise of the gas company." 


Mr. Lennon insisted on reading the 


interview and it was 
sent to tho 


clerk's desk. 
It set out the views 


of the mayor in accordance with the 
expression he had just made, that the 
only way to settle the matter would 
be to forfeit the franchise, and after 
the reading the mayor said that the 
interview expressed his sentiments 
exactly. He added that the way to 
get at the proposition was to make 
the company furnish the gas or put 
them out of business. 


WANTS SOMETHING DONE. 
"I don't know anything about your 


No. 2 wells or your No. 3 wells," he 
continued, "and I have nothing to 


do with Montpeller or Wabash, but 
I would like to see this question set- 
tled soon. Don't let it run until 
summer, 
when 
we will all have 


plenty of gas, and wait until the 
first frost gives us all the nation to 
pay again. Get at the question now 
and settle it, and settle it right." 


Mr. Figel, chairman of the commit- 


tee, arose to say that he had made 
a personal investigation of affairs at 
Wabash and found that without any 
compressors consumers 
there were 


furnished with plenty of gas, with a 
stove pressure of seven ounces and a 
line pressure of twelve pounds. 


Mr. Bauer in a warm speech de- 


fended the mayor and city attorney, 
whom he had known officially for 
ten years and never knew either to 
shirk a duty, and he considered the 
criticisms passed during the evening 
as being decidedly unjust and un- 
called for. • 


WILL MAKE INQUIRY. 


In support of the mayor's sugges- 


tion, he therefore moved that 
the 


special committee be empowered to 
summon Manager Paul, Superintend- 
ent Hofmann and any employes, 
clerks 
or bookkeepers of the gas 


company and under oath get from 
them such statements and exhibits 
as may be necessary to determine the 
true relations of Fort Wayne con- 
sumers to the gas supply in the ter- 
ritory owned and controlled by the 
gas company. The motion was sec- 
onded, but before the vote was taken 
Mr. Lennon said he did not want his 
remarks to be regarded as personal, 
Mr. Bauer said he had nothing but

man system is so much greater than 
the pressure of the atmosphere that 
it would be impossible for osmose of 
a gas to take place under such condi- 
tions. 
Other experiments show that 


venous blood can be changed in color 
to that of arterial blood by the use 
of galvanic electricity.
